Holly Bush Steps, leading from Heath Street to 
the Old Holly Bush Inn. This Inn was the 
meeting place of many celebrities in the time 
of Doctor Johnson. Romney the painter lived 
there, and his bedroom is still shown. In the 
Assembly Rooms at the back was his studio, a 
room, which at a later date, was used for the 
Hampstead Conversazione, also for lectures. 
Some of those who lectured were John 
Constable, Faraday and Cruikshank, and 
Mrs. Elizabeth Fry on prisons. 
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
